LEDGE TO SAVE BABY, 


Chicago Court Clerk Rescues Child 


Who Had Found New Place to 


Play—Crowds Cheer Act. 


Chicago — Seventy-five feet in the 


air, above the contusing whirl of traf- 
!c In the street below. Margaret Ree- 
se^ . two years old. whose father and 
nother are about to tight for her cus- 
ody in Ihe divorce courts, was res- 
cued from a ledse less than a foot 
wide, on which she sat, by George 
Wise, custodian ol the chancery files 
of the circuit court, on the foutll floor 
of ihe Monadnock building. 


As she sit there, clapping her 


hands In babyish glee, and laughing 
it the sights that were strange to her. 
wholly unconscious of her peril, great 
crowdb gathered In the street below, 
'asctnati'd by :ier danger. 
Women 


who were passing ran fiom the scene, 
and many of them, not wishing to wit- 
ness her death, took refuge In near-by 
lores, feui-ing the clilld would fall. 


When Wise came through the win- 


dow and crawled on his hands and 
knees to where the child sat, they 
stood with hated b.-eath, powerless to 
assist, and keenly watching his every 
move 
It seemed hours before the 


space between the child and the win- 
dow was covered by the man, and 
when he finally reached her a great 
sigh of relief was heard 


Wise could not turn around. To at- 


tempt it meant certain death for him- 
self and the liaby. Steadying himself
